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WHAT IS NEIGHBORHOOD SLOW 
STREETS? 


¢ Local streets in a self- 
contained area 


¢ Speed limit reduced to 20 
MPH 


¢ Announced with gateways 


¢ Self-enforcing safe speeds 
through traffic calming 








TALBOT-NORFOLK TRIANGLE 
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WHY ZONE-BASED? 


Avoid the “transfer effect” from 
a single measure vs. system- 
wide approach 
¢ Drivers seek 

alternate routes 





- Traffic may increase on parallel 
routes without traffic calming
